Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and Examiner discussed the 112.1 and 112.2 rejections 
from the Final Office Action mailed April 4, 2007. Applicant explained that the element (filter structure near 902) 
Examiner contends to be in the hollow portion of the intermediate housing is actually outside the hollow portion of the 
intermediate housing. Examiner stated that a further review of the language (amended) and the figures would be 
necessary. Applicant pointed to page 23 of the specification to state that "no other transmission elements (only 
transmission shafts) are in the intennediate housing" as evidence that there is no new matter, and Examiner pointed 
out that "no other transmission elements" is different than "only transmission shafts" which would exclude filter 
structure also. Proposed language to overcome the 1 12.2 rejections was discussed. Any amendment should cancel 
withdrawn claims 7-13.
